Will a diamond find of considerable 


magnitude ever be made on this con- 
tinent? is a side issue attending the 
work of field experts of the Geological 
Survey in certain sections of the coun- 
try, says the Philadelphia Record. 


Geological conditions 
remarkably 


like those observed at the 
Kimberiy 


mines in South Afri.ca have recently 
been discovered in 
Kentucky. 
The 


Piedmont plateau at the southeastern 
base of the Appalachians, has alreacly 
prod-ueed in the region between South- 
ern Virginia and Qeorgia. some 10 or 
12 diamonds, which 
have varied in 


weight from those of two or three car- 
ats to the "Dewey"' diamond, which 
when found weighed over 23 carats. 


It is, however, in the territory about 


the Great Lakes that the greatest in- 
terfest now centers, for in this region 
a very interesting problem of^ origin 
is being worked out. No fewer than 
seven diamonds, ranging in size from 
less than four to more than 21 carats, 
not to mention a , number of smaller 
stones, have recently been found in 
the clays and gravels of this region, 
where their distribution was such as 
,to indicate with a degree of approxim- 
tlon the location of their distant an- 
cestral' home. 


The discovery of the -latter locality 


would possibly mean the greatest !ia 
montl find that the 
world 
has PVCI' 


known. 
Geologists are 
working on 


the hypothesis that the 
scattered 


stones already found 
were 
carried 


down by the ice floes during the gla- 
cial invasion, probably from some com- 
mon source of origin. 
All the dia- 


monds found in the Great Lake region 
were in the so-called "kettle moraine." 
This moraine, or ridge, was the dump- 
ing ground of. the ice for- its burden 
of boulders, gravel 
and clay at the 


time of its latter invasion, and nonce 
indicates the boundaries of the terri- 
tory over which the

has directed the court marshall to is- 
sue the following statement regarding 
the rumor that his majesty would be 
willing to place a prince of the house 
on the throne of Norway "The king 
does not approve the idea and will not 
consent thereto. The only condition on 
which his majesty could consider this 
decision would be the unexpected ex- 
pression of the wish of the riksdag 
that a prince of the house of Berna- 
dotte should ascend the 
Norwegian 


throne." 


The riksdag elected 
extraordinary 


committees to which were 
referred 


the government bill looking to a set- 
tlement 
with Norway 
The senate 


committee consists of nine anti-gov- 
ernment 
and three pro-government 


members, and the house committee of 
fire pro-government, five anti-govern- 
ment and two independent members. 
The debates on the bill brought out 
fiery speeches in which the action of 
the Norway storthing was condemn- 
ed and the Swedish cabinet severely 
criticised 
The tenor of the speeches 


throughout the debate in both houses 
leaves the impression that the ma- 
jority of the speakers were of the op- 
inion that a peaceful solution of the 
difficulty was extremely improbable. 


Premier Ramstedt spoke as follows: 


"After June 7 Sweden had two alter- 
natives—one, that of force, and the 
otlier to reluctantly 
accept dissolu- 


tion. Nobody openly advocated force, 
but some persons advocated a proced- 
ure which would ultimately lead to 
war. The object of war would be to 
compel Norway to retrace its action, 
but anger must not blind us to our 
own interests and our interests are 
against forcing Norway into any kind 
of a union. A conquered 
Norway, 


while of no advantage, would forever 
be a source of danger. Add to this 
the horrors of war, and their enfeeb- 
ling results—all arguments 
against 


the employment of force. If not force, 
then it is best to assist in the dissolu- 
tion of the union without harsher con- 
ditions than the future safety of the 
peninsula demands " * - • 


Coesacks Pounce on Socialists. 


Warsaw. June SS.-^-A secret meet- 


Ing of 200 Socialists In the forest of 
Zquerz near Lodz, was surprised by 
Cossacks. Eighteen of the Socialists 
were wounded and 180 arrested. Th'e 
authorities received information that 
the meeting was being held and sent 
a squadron of Cossacks 
who sur- 


rounded the forest and fired into the 
socialists, 
taking them entirely un- 


awares. The wounded were taken to 
hospitals at Lodz and those arrested 
were sent to the prison at Lenszyca, 
20 miles distant.
